It was the intention of local de- 
tectives to wait until Gordon, who 
was shot in the head, had fully re- 
covered from his wound before tak- 
ing him into custody, but a few days 
ago Max Greenberg, who was run 
out of St. Louis by Egan gangsters 
last June, came here and Chief Hoag- 
land heard that Greenbérg was plan- 
ring to spirit Gordon away from 
the hospital on the pretext of taking 
him for a drive today or tomorrow. 
To thwart the plans of Greenberg, 
Chief Hoagland said, the arrest was 
made at the hospital. This will pre- 
vent Gordon being removed without 
the consent of the police. 

When Gordon was shot he gave 
his address as 9 Benton place, the 
home of his uncle, Isaac Deutsch, 
formerly occupied by Meyer Katz. 
He said he was a fur buyer and had 
picked Goldfeder up that night for 
a ride. 

Wanted in New York. 

In April, 1921, Chief Hoagland 
received a letter from Dr. Carlton 
Simon, Deputy Police Commissioner 
of the narcotic division of the New 
York City Police Department, in 
which finger prints and a descrip- 
tion of one Max Gordon, alias 4%. W. 
Miller, were inclosed, with informa- 
tion that he was wanted in New 
York as a fugitive, for having 
jumped a bond. | 

The letter set forth that the New 
York police had beeh seeking Gor- 
don, alias Miller, in an investigation 
of the sinking of ships and barges 
during the war for the purpose of 
collecting insurance, and during this 
investigation found the trunk full of 
opium at a railroad station checked 
to St. Louis. 

No trace of any Gordon of the ds- 
scription given was found here at the 
time, but when Gordon and Goli- 
feder were shot the letter was taken 
from the files and Dr. Simon notified. 
He answered requesting that a de- 
scription of the Gordon here be sent 
to him. 

Gordon Had Phone Numbers. | 


In Gordon’s pocket when he was 
arrested, was found a memorandum 
book containing telephone numbers 
and addresses in St. Louis of certain 
police characters and of others sus- 
pected by the police of being en- 
gaged in peddling narcotics. 

In communicating with the New 
York police, Chief Hoagland wrote 
that he had information from the un- 
derworld that Greenberg, an ex-con- 
vict, was the directing head of an 
organization for the distribution of 
morphine, cocaine and opium in the 
Middle West, with certain St. Louls 
men known to the police as financial 
backers of the enterprise. He wrote 
that the “dope” was being sold hese 
to jobbers at $11 an ounce and sold 
in turn to peddlers at $21 an ounce.

Second, the All-America Cable 
Co. renounced its monopolies on the 
west coast of South America so the 
| Western Union and its British ally 
in the cable business now can encir- 
‘cle South America. <All monopolies 
‘are given up by everybody con- 
‘cerned. This action was the result 
of the influence of the Department 
of State. 

' Collecting Medium. 

| 3. The desire of the All-America 
|Cable Co. for a collecting agency has 
been realized. After years of nego-

agreement with the All-America Ca- 
ble Co. to forward messages to South 
America originating in this country 
through an American instead of 
British concern, the Postal Telegraph

Postal Company's Attitade. 

Clarence H. Mackay, president of 
the Postal Telegraph and Cable Co., 
which also hag cables of its own, 
took a different view, hosvever, of 
the transatlantic business. He felt 
that if radio could be used for many 
messages it would relieve the con- 
gestion and make cable communica- 
tion quicker and thus tempt business 
men to use the cables more fre- 
quently and to better advantage. 

It is a known fact that static in- 
terferes with radio every now and 
then and while remarkable speed is 
made, there are some serious delays. 
Many messages, however, are sent to 
Europe which the sender is not anx- 
ious to have delivered at once and a 
delay of a few hours is not material. 
Radio will get much of this traffic, 
whereas, for communication at cer- 
tain day hours when radio is not as a 
rule as good as cable, the latter will 
reap the benefit. The Postal Tele- 
graph Co.'s idea is that a readiness 
to give the American Radio Corpor- 
ation a collecting telegraph agency 
will stimulate business of all kinds 
with Europe, both cable and radio, 
and will unquestionably work to the 
advantage of the cable lines of the 
Western Union as well as the Postal, 
for all cables have been congested in 
recent months and it is an open se- 
cret that the old pre-war situation 
of almost instantaneous communica- 
tion for all messages never has been 
restored. 

Cable Rates Expected to Fall. 

Another complication is the fact 
that the allies took two cables which 
originally went to Germany by way 
of the Azores. American companies 
have been thwarted in their éfforts 
to get cable licenses abroad and ca- 
ble facilities therefore are not being 
bullt to meet the demand. The ad- 
dition of the radio for commercial 
use across the Atlantic comes at an 
opportune moment and the. predic- 
tion is made in well-informed quar- 
ters that rates to Europe must in- 
evitably come down as a result of 
the new adjustment. It is expected 


also that the arrangements for wire- | 


less messages arriving at the Pacific 
Coast te be sent through the Pos- 
tal land lines and vice versa will 
follow as a matter of course the 
agreements just made for transatian- 
tic business.

Both the Ambassador and 
John W. Davis, former American 
Ambassador to Great Britain, re- 
ferred in their addresses to the re- 
cent interview attributed to Rud- 
‘yard Kipling. Both speakers ex- 
pressed satisfactiun that Kipling had 
denied the words attributed to him. 
Davis said that he knew Kipling per- 
sonally, and that if he did speak the 
words of the interview, he did not 


‘speak the sentiment of his heart or 


mind, or those of the British peo- 
ple. 2 
Ambassador ‘Geddes said that 
people, stimulated by all sorts of in- 
fluences, will go on making such 
statements as the one attributed to 
Kipling for many years to come, 
“Sometimes a foolish remark,” he 
said, “I doubt not, will be made by 
a Briton. Sometimes a foolish re- 
mark, I doubt not, will be made by 
an- American.” 

“Believe me,” he continued, “the 
world situation is not without diffi- 
culty. Believe me, too, there are 
people who seek for their own erid 
to raise feelings of doubt, feelings 
of dislike in the minds of one or 
other of these nations with regard 
to one or all of the others. . 

“Believe me, there ‘is none but « 
hopeless and despicable minority 
that fails to realize what your coun- 
try and other countries with which 
we were associated in ‘the war did 
toward the winning of the war.”

MR. ANTWINE’S OPINION. 


FTER reading what went on at the Demo- 

cratic State Convention at Excelsior 

Springs, I couldn't help wishing that some- 
one would do for Missouri what © ommodore 
Perry did for Japan,” Mr. Antwine said. 

“In 1852 the Commodore went t Japan, 
which was at that time in about the same re- 
lation to the outside world that Missouri is in 
today. he Japanese met him with the same 
suspicions that have characterized Missouri 
ever since the League of Nations was men- 
tioned. They sent for Japanese orators like 
Senators Reed and Johnson, who resisted bit- 
terly the proposal of the Commodore that 
Japan open her ports to the commerce of the 
world and become a part of civilization. 

“You can imagine what a sensation the’ pro- 
posal made. Like Missouri, Japan had never 
had anything to do with the outside. world. 
She had occasionally seen foreigners, just as 
the people of Missouri have seen an occasional! 
Republican Governor or United States Senator. 
The rulers of Japan were identical with the 
leaders in Missouri for 50 years—people like 
the late Senator Stone, Ex-Gorernor Dockery. 
etc. It was the strength of these people at 
home that they knew no good of anyone abroad. 
just as this is the strength in Missouri today 
of Senator Reed. 

“Commodore Perry was a much more re- 
sourceful man than Former President Wilson. 
Mr. Wilson tried to open Missouri and let the 
world in, but he never got anywhere. He went 
around the State several times, but wherever 
there looked as if there might be an opening 
countemance of the arch-isola- 
tionist Senator Reed filled the gap. 

“Commodore Perry had better luck itn Japan. 
He got the country opeh. Its progress since 
1852 has been one of the wonders of history. 
Missourt’s progress might have matched # had 
the State been opened. but alas’ 

“If you will read the news from Genera 
you will learn that the chief concern of the na- 
tions associated in that organization relates 
to America. Everybody says America must 
jotn if the League is to succeed. Without 
America the movement falters. Is the League 
going to be able to prevent the sale of arms 
and ammunition to belligerents? Yes, if 
America will join. Is tt going to be able to 
exte 4 the disarmament work begun at Waah- 
Yes, tf America wil join. 

“Let us turn from ‘that scene to Excelsior 
Springs—from the people who want peace in
